It is noted that 
neither of claims 31 or 20, from which claims 34 and 35 depend, respectively, and claim 17, from which claims 31 and 20 depend are 
drawn to an "isolated" host cell and thus, the term "isolated host cell" lacks antecedent basis and it is unclear as to the relationship of 
claims 34 and 35 to claims 31 and 20, respectively. Are the host cells of claims 17, 20, and 31 also intended as being "isolated," or are 
claims 34 and 35 meant to limit the host ceil of claim 31 or 20 to only those deposited host cells that are isolated? At least for these 
reasons the claims are unclear and would require further consideration.
